monday,  march   25 

after  having  a  late  breakfast,  my  roommate  and  i  went  up  on  deck,  the  morning  was  beau- 
tiful, in  the  distance  we  could  see  a  faint  outline  of  havana.  the  approach  into  havana  was 
fascinating;  morro  castle  on  the  left  and  the  city  on  the  right,  when  we  docked  cars  waited 
for  us  in  order  that  we  might  be  driven  about  and  shown  the  city,  it  was  loads  of  fun  driving 
through  those  narrow  streets,  that  night  we  dressed  in  formals  preparatory  to  an  exciting  bit  of 
night  life  in  havana.  we  first  drove  out  to  the  university  of  habana,  which  is  located  on  a  hill, 
and  from  which  the  view  of  the  city  was  wonderful,  then  we  went  to  the  chateau  madrid,  a 
night  club  where  everyone  was  dancing  outside  in  a  beautiful  garden  surrounded  by  majestic 
palms  and  hung  with  queer  little  orange  lights,  mr.  cox  had  invited  some  Cuban  bovs  out  to 
dance  with  us,  and  they  were  quite  charming,  the  night  had  a  perfect  ending  in  that  we  went 
to  montmarte,  another  night  club,  early  the  next  morning  we  went  through  morro  castle,  there 
we  were  shown  the  west  point  of  cuba,  and  the  Cuban  boys  were  amusing  trying  to  speak  english.

friday,    march    28

Sunday,   march    31 

we  docked  at  colon  about  <f.^o  a.  m.  in  a  downpour  of  rain,  but  we  did  not  let  the  weather 
stop  us — we  drove  out  to  the  gatun  locks,  where  a  special  train  took  us  to  the  head  of  gaillard 
cut  and  then  we  boarded  a  boat  which  took  us  through  that  famous  cut.  we  docked  at  gatun 
dam.  we  got  into  panama  city  late  the  same  afternoon,  i  have  never  seen  so  many  hills,  wt 
went  to  our  hotel,  the  tivoli,  which  was  right  across  the  line  in  ancon,  canal  zone,  we  were 
entertained  at  the  exclusive  union  club,  we  went  in  carriages  drawn  by  horses,  we  danced  until 
midnight,  at  which  time  we  had  to  leave  wonderful  music,  charming  people  and  a  big  moon  that 
made  the  whole  scene  perfect,  that  night  we  shopped  in  colon  and  Cristobal,  we  sailed  that 
night  about  eleven,     everyone  hated  to  leave  because  we  had  had   such   a  wonderful   time. 

thursday,   april   4 

puerto  barrios,  our  last  port!  from  here  we  went  for  an  afternoon  trip  up  the  rio  dulce  river, 
the  river  was  beautiful,  it  was  not  very  wide  at  first;  on  each  side  of  it  were  high  banks,  one 
might  say  hills,  covered  with  banana  trees  and  huge  palms,  and  just  imagine,  orchids  were  grow- 
ing wild  along  the  banks,  the  river  was  so  rough  that  we  were  glad  to  see  the  good  s.  s.  cartago 
once  more,  when  we  get  hack  it  was  almost  sundown  and  we  found  hundreds  of  natives  loading 
bananas  en  our  boat,  we  went  up  to  the  small  village,  bought  some  indian  wares,  and  returned 
in  time  for  dinner,  that  night  the  fruit  company  gave  us  a  dance  on  the  boat,  inviting  american 
bovs  who  were  down  there  working  on  the  plantations,  we  sailed  early  the  next  morning  for 
new    Orleans    and    gulf    park.
